ploy was located near Snake Butte. 
One of the scouts was lying on the 
peak of the butte as a sentinel, and 
this man noticed some Indians ap- 
proaching from the north. He watched 
the approaching Indians and soon dis- 
covered they were Santees, being .Two 
Bull and his son and a nephew on a 
horse stealing exploit to the fort. 


The Yanktonnals scouts spread out 


and captured the Santees. turned them 
over to the soldiers at Fort Scully and 
they were placed in irons. Soon after- 
ward Two Bull's nephew escaped, but 
blundered into the Yanktonnais camp 
at the butte and again was captured. 
A council was lield and it was pro- 
posed to put the captured man to 
death, but it developed that he was 
a near relative of one of the scouts, 
therefore it was determined to set him 
at liberty. 


• The young man still wore the leg 
Irons which had been put on him at 
the fort.

ESTABLISHING THE GRADE FOR 


RIDGE AVENUE FROM THIRD 
STREET TO FOURTH STREET, 
AND PROVIDING THE CHARAC- 
TER OP PAVEMENT, CURB, AND 
GUTTER TO "BE ERECTED ALONG 
SAID RIDGE AVENUE. 
Be it enacted and ordained by the 


burgess and town council of the Bor- 
ough of McSherrystown. and 
it 
iff 


hereby enacted and ordained by the 
authority of the same:— 


Section 1. That the grade for the 


center of Ridge Avenue from Third 
Street to Fourth Street shall be as 
follows!—Beginning at a point in 
Third Street at an iron pin, which is 
on the center line of Ridge Avenue, 
at elevation 564.63, running thence 
along the center line of said Ridge 
Avenue 300 feet, with a falling grade 
of 403 feet; thence 261.9 feet to the 
center of Stambach Street, with a 
rising grade of 2.14 feet; thence to 
Fourth. Street 536.25 feet, with a 
falling grade of 4.41 feet. 
Section 
2. That 
the 
pavement 


grade for the North side of Ridge 
Avenue shall be 0.3 of a foot lower 
than the center of the Street, and the 
pavement grade for the South side 
of Rkjge Avenue shall be 0.3 of a 
foot higher than tae center of the 
.Street. 


Section 3. That it shall not be 


lawful for •any person or persons to 
construct any .pavement, curb or gut- 
teri along said Ridge Avenue from 
Third Street to Fourth Street, unless 
the same is in accordance with the 
above mentioned grade, nor unless the 
same is constructed as hereinafter 
provided.

self-confessed slayer of John S. Dye. 
Jr., to end his life in a cell In the 
York county jail proved futile, the 
wound Inflicted by a razor being clott- 
ed at the York hospital, where he was 
taken after he was found Thutiaday 
morning lying near a pool of blood 
formed by a flow from his throat 
which/ he had slashed. THe attempt 
waa made sometime Wednesday night.

read to Galbraith at the York hospital 
asj he reclined on a cot after the sur- 
geons had finished working on him. 
Galbraith made no comment and did 
not talk about the attempt to kill him- 
self. He was smoking a cigarette, 
which was fast becoming a mere butt, 
and he complained that he had no 
more cigarettes. Galbraith Smuggled 
the razor into his cell in the lining 
of a sleeve of his coat. While the 
cut was several inches long across 
the throat, it was not deep and did 
not sever the windpipe or any large 
blood vessel. It appears that Gal- 
braith cut his throat, then placed the 
razor in the coat sleeve, prepared hisl 
bed on the floor and laid there ex- 
pecting to die.

OLD NORTH CHURCH IN BOSTON 


TWO HUNDRED YEARS OLD. 


From Its Steeple Was Displayed Sig- 


nal Which Started Paul Revere on 


His Celebrated Ride. 


Everyone has heard of Paul Re- 


vere's ride and how the two lanterns 
\vere hung in the steeple of the old 
Tsorth church in Boston. 
But what 


u every one does not understand and 


know is that the North church is an 
old foundation, that it was always an 
"American" rather than a royalist or 
fcovernment place of worship in Colo- 
nial dajs, and that December 31, last 
year, it celebrated its two hundredth 
jmuiversarj'. 
Bishop Lawrence spoke 


and dedicated a memorial of good will 
from Boston, Lincolnshire. 


The historj' of Christ church is a 


history of much of New England. Its 


• ' genesis seems to have been that the 


ging's chapel by 1722 was not large 
enough, that Copp's Hill in those dajs 
was virtually cut off from the rest of 
Boston, and was reached by a bridge 
where Hanover and Blackstone streets 
now intersect, and that divers persons 
prepared a subscription to build a new 
church. Rev. Samuel Myles, the, first 
rector of King's chapel, caused his 
clerk to give notice of a meeting to 
his congregation, at which this reso- 
lution w as passed: 


Subscribed Monsy. 


"Laus Deo, Boston, New England.. 


The second day of September, 1722. 
At the request of several gentlemen 
-who had purchased a piece of "ground 
/ 
at the north end of Boston to build a 


V-. 
church on, the Reverend Mr. Samuel 
M.vlps oulered his clerk to give notice 
to his congregation, That all those 
who weie -willing to contribute toward 
erecting another churCh at the north 
end of Boston were desired to meet 
at King's chappel the Wednesday fol- 
lowing :" etc. 


A committee composed of Messrs. 


Barnes, Giaves, Cradock, Blount, Gib- 
bons, Selbey and Monk raised £2,184 
(about $10,900). The rector laid the 
cornerstone April 15, 1723, 'and De- 
cember 20 Dr. Timothy Cutler held di- 
vine service. 


Boston, in 1722, was nearly a week's 


Journey from New York and Philadel- 
phia. It was not until 1772 that a line

fare of an unofficial sort was waged 
•with the French and Indians, and 
above all the power of the Congrega- 
tional church was great. To be sure, 
the theocracy was 'osing much of its 
hold, but it was still intrenched in the 
convictions of Boston's inhabitants. 


The Rector's Conversion. 


But convictions were modified, an 


increasing commerce brought new ele- 
ments to the population, and the rep- 
resentatives of Use royal government 
•were almost always of the Church of 


England. 
Curiously enough, the first 


rector of the Christ church in his per- 
son illustrated the change that was 
taking place. 
Timothy Cutler was 


bom in Charlestown in 1683, gradu- 
ated at Harvard in 1701 and in 1710 
was admitted to the Congregational 
ministry at Stratford, Conn. In nine 
years he had been made rector or 
president of Yale college. 
In three 


years more he had expressed his con- 
viction that It was his duty to be ad- 
mitted to» the Church of England's 
communion and "his conversion shook

New England like an earthquake." So 
Cutler left Yale and joiii-nejed back 
into Massachusetts, where at Christ 
church, on Salem street in the North 
end, he was to labor many years. His 
chair that he used at Yale is in the 
vestry and his portrait is not far off. 


Revere's Ride. 


In the meantime, the Colonies had 


been working loose from the mother 
country. In 1775, matters had gone so 
far that only a touch was needed to 
start a war between the Colonists and 
the British and that touch was given 
at Lexington and Concord. April 18, 
1775, was the last day of the rector- 
ship of Rev. Mather Bjles, who was a 
loyalist. 


That evening the sexton of the 


church, Robert Newman, was sitting 
quietly in his house on Salem street 
and waiting for a sea captain who was 
watching the movements of (he Brit- 
ish. 
<r>n the other side of the rher 


was Paul Reverp, whom they were to 
let know what the British w»re going 
to do. Hs tells of tbe plan in a letter 
to the secretary of the Massachusetts 
Historical society, dated January 1, 
1708. 
It was agreed that "if the Brit- 


ish went out by water, we'would show 
two lanterns in the North church 
steeple; and If by land^ one as a sig- 
nal." Newman at the right time hung 
out the two lanterns from 
Christ 


church steeple and Revere went on his 
ride. 
Newman was immediately ar- 


rested but nothing could be proved 
against him and in a few days he was 
freed. 


In the great gale of 1804 this steeple 


was blown down and was restored in 
1807 under the supervision of Charles 
Bulfinch,* so that when a descendant 
of Paul Revere hangs the lanterns out 
of the belfry on_ April 'IS, it may be 
doubted whether actually the same 
woodwork is there. 


Some of Church's History. 


"Christ church was never in Colo- 


nial times a self-supporting parish," 
according to the "Historical Account," 
written by Rev. Henry Burroughs in. 
1873. It had a library given it by the 
Society for Propagating the Gospel, 
and some of the books remain; it had 
some j early funds from the society, 
and early m its history it had church 
plate gnen it. The first organ was 
brought from Newport in 1736. 


Old records give us a vivid picture 


of the church's early days. In 1726 it 
was sensibly voted that "no nailes nor 
pinnes be put in the pillars nor the 
front of the gallerjs with a design to 
hang hatts on." What sounds like the 
first American aviation occurred in or 
on Christ church, for we are told that 
in 1746 John Childs "flew from the 
steeple of Doctor Cutler's 
church" 


three times. 


Christ church w as one of the first in 


America, if not literally the first, to 
establish a Sunday school. It is said 
to be the oldest church building In 
Boston and from its steeple Gage is 
believed to have watched the battle 
of Bunker Hill. 
In a word, Christ 


church belongs to the people as much 
as Independence hall in Philadelphia. 
This was recognized in 187S when the 
city of Boston put up a tablet in the 
front of the church tower in commemo- 
ration of the celebrated night in 1773.

Bears Scars of 


Famous Battle 


The Famous "Tea Party Tablet"' at ihe Corner oi Atlantic Avenue and Pearl Street, 


Boston, Marking Site of Griffin's Wharf. 


Among New England towns which, 


in using old historic houses for their 
community centers, have shown their 
reverence for the past and their ap- 
preciation of the value of keeping it 
alive, are Lexington 
and .Dedham, 


writes Margaret Fitzgerald Browne, in 
the Boston Transcript. Of Lexington 
does this more especially hold true, 
for hers the Lexington Historical so- 
ciety has turned o'ver to the .Community 
association the old Buckman tavern, 
built in 1690, and closely associated 
with the stirring events of the history 
of the town, which are also the events 
of the history of the nation. It was 
closely associated in a literal sense, 
too, for it stands so near the village 
green, where Captain Parker and his 
seventy-six minute men faced six hun- 
dred trained British soldiers in the 
gray dawn of April 19, 1775, that there 
are holes made by the bullets in its 
white clapboarding— its scars from the 
battle. 


The very oldest of the twelve tav- 


erns which once were carrying on an 
active business in Lexington, the Buck- 
man tavern, so called from its owner 
and landlord m Revolutionary days, 
John Buckman, was built in 1690 by 
Benjamin Muzzey, who owned a con- 
siderable piece of land in that part of 
the 
countryside, then 
called Cam- 


bridge Farms. Up to that time, since 
the first house was built there in 1640 
by Roger Herlarkenden, Cambridge 
Farms had remained a precinct of 
Cambridge, and its lands were used by 
Cambridge people as an additional 
source of hay. The year after Benja- 
min Muzzey built his tavern, and was 
licensed to keep a public house and 
hung before it a&ign promising "en- 
tentainment for mnn and beast," Cam- 
bridge Farms was incorporated as a 
separate parish, but it was not until 
March 31, 1718, that the town was in- 
corporated a* Lexington, taking its 
name from Lord -irOxington, a British 
"statesman of prominence at the time. 


Later Colonial Period. 


The house as original! j built had a 


huge brick chimney at one end, which 
provided enormous fireplaces for its 
two rooms, one room to u floor, whilo 
a narrow- stairway went up beside the 
chimney. 
T'118 original house was 


added to at various times, and fire- 
plaoos with tho necessary alterations 
ind Hues were built into different sides 
of the chimney, so that it now pre- 
s'%nts the square substantial lines of 
thft Inter Colonial period. An oil built 
onto the front right-hand corner of the 
li.ni.se was added in 1SI--13 and this 
part of the tavern became tl\e first 
post ottVo in Lexington, continuing1 in 
M.at capacity until 1S47. 
This room 


now makes a convenient and pleasant 
place for (fridge parties ami food sales 
fn- charity, and such activities of the 
town. 


The oldest part of the house lies to 


the right of the door as you enter. 
Here is the original tnproom of the 


tavern, with its huge fireplace before 
which the guests of the inn smoked 
their pipes and drank the hard cider 
and ale and Medford rum, which were 
served through the little window open- 
ing into the bar. The bar is btill there 
just as it was, even to its original, 
old wooden shelf and hinged door 
which let down from the ceiling and 
closed the opening into the closet-like 
taproom where the drinks were stored. 


All of Historical Interest. 


Around the fireplace, with its old 


Colonial fittings or fire irons and tin 
oven, are now hung various objects of 
historical interest. Leaning against a 
wall m this room is the original front 
door of the house with a bullet hole in 
its old panels, received in the battle. 


Back of this room and connecting 


with it and the bar is the inn kitchen 
w-ith it? huge fireplace and brick oven. 


The second story of the house con- 


sists of large, square rooms all with 
fireplaces, and all have been the scenes

To the house came Paul Revere on 


the night of the 18th of April or rather 
early in the morning of the 19th, after 
he had win noil Hancock and Adams of 
the approach of the British. The.se two 
patriots had been in Concord to attend 
the provincial congress, which had been 
in. session a few dajs before, and were, 
sending that memorable night at H.m- 
cockS grandfather's house, where his 
married sister w as then Ih ing, the llan- 
co''k-<'inrk house in Lexington. Hating 
taken tho precious leaders in safety to 
a house m Wolmrn, Paul Revere and a 
Mr. Lowell, who was Hancock's clerk, 
returned to Lexington to find out what 
was happening and in doin^ so saw 
tired and heapd the opening shots ot 
the Revolution. 
Paul Uevere's own 


narrative of his adventures on that 
night of the ride, though rather laconic 
and matter of fact, given plenty of food 
for the imagination. 
The part con- 


nected with the Buckman tavern reads 
as follows: 


Paul Revere's Story. 


"Mr Lowell and myself wont towards 


the tavern, when we met a man on a 
full gallop, who told us the troops vvorc- 
coming up the rock*. We after-,,arils 
met another who said they were close 
by. Mr. Lowell a.sked me to go to the 
tavern with him to get a trunk of 
pnpeis belonging to Mr. Hancock. Wo 
went up chamber, and while we were 


getting the trunk, we saw the 
very near upon a full march. We hur- 
ried towards Mr. Clark's house. On our 
way we passed through the militia. 
There were about fifty. When we had 
got about one hundred yards from the 
meeting house the British troops ap- 
peared on both sides of the meeting 
house. 
In their front was an officer 


on horseback. 
They made a halt; 


when I saw and heard a gun fired, 
which appeared to be a pistol. Then I 
could distinguish two guns, and then a 
continual roar of musketry; when we 
made off with the trunk." 


After the battle several wounded 


British soldiers were brought into the 
tavern. 


Dedham's Community House. 


Although Dedham cannot boast so 


old or historic an edifice for its com- 
munity house, it has, nevertheless, In 
the old Builard house a building of fine 
possibilities for a social center. 


The house was built by Judge Haven 


in 1795. 


While tl.e Dedham Community asso- 


ciation aspires eventually to restore the 
house to its former beauty it realizes 
the importance of first making it prac- 
tical for the purpose for which it has 
been bought. Changes in the interior 
are now being made with a view to 
provide rooms for social meetings of 
various kinds, even perhaps a hall with 
a small stage for amateur theatricals,' 
and the restoration of such features as 
the old fireplaces and mantels will have 
to wait until the association has more 
funds.

Historic Meeting House of Provincial 


and Revolutionary Days. 


The present 
brick 
building was 


dedicated in 1730 and In the course 
of the next century saw many stirring 
town meetings which were too large 
for Faneuil hall. 
In March, 1770, 


such an overflow meeting waited here 
while Samuel Adams sent back and 
forth negotiating with Hutchinson un- 
til he yielded and withdrew his regi- 
ments from the city.

27. 1773, a gathering of 5,000 citizens 
resolved that the tea on which King 
George bade them pay a tax, should 
not be landed 
On December 1C of. 


the same year 7,000 citizens waited 
here bv candlelight for the return of 
a courier who had been dispatched to j

started in 1712, the annual election

their election and to dedicate them- 
selves to the work which lay before 
them. 


A church with such a history as 


this would be more truly appreciated 
if it were almost anywhere except 
just where it is, for in this part of 
Boston it has two rivals which have 
been preserved to carry on the very 
traditions for which it stands.

Historic Sites , 


at Yorktown 
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After the lapse of nearly a century 


and a half It seems highly probable 
that something will be done to pre- 
serve and mark the historic sites in 
Yorktown, Va., the scene of Lord 
Cornwallis' surrender and of stirring 
incidents In each succeeding war of 
the nation. Yorktown was partly de- 
stroyed by the British in 1812, again 
by the Union troops in 1861,'and dur- 
ing the World war Yorktown was an 
Important naval base and mine depot. 


The Society for the Preservation of 


Virginia 
Antiquities has 
preserved 


many interesting relics and maps, and 
a movement Is now on foot, fostered 
by the Colonial Dames, to have con- 
gress appropriate a sufficient amount 
to restore the ancient fortifications, 
lay out roadc, and erect monuments 
and markers at the historic sites. 


Yorktown, established in 1691 by de- 


cree of the king of England", was pur- 
chased from Laurence Smith. 
The 


site covered 50 acres, and was paid 
for with 10,000 pounds of tobacco, the 
currency of the colonists. It occupies 
a bluff above the York river, and prior 
to the Civil war was a *-"\vn of con- 


and various redoubts erected for the 
defense of the town against Washing- 
ton and his troops. 


There are but two monuments at 


Yorktown. 
The most imposing one, 


standing within the town limits and ' 
overlooking the York river, was au- 
thorized by a resolution of congress 
on October 29, 1871, but was not erect- 
ed until 1881-82. It cost $95,000, and 
Is a memorial of victory. The inscrip- 
tions tell of the surrender of Corn- 
wallis, the treaties of peace that fol- 
lowed, 
and other 
historical 
state- 


ments. 
The monument is 95% feet 


high. • 


Marks Surrender Spot.

A plain little marker stands on the 


probable site of the surrender. 
It 


was built by a superintendent of the 
national cemetery which adjoins It, 
who was hopeful that the government 
would erect a larger one in time. Dis- 
putes arose as to the exact scene of 
the surrender, anof no action has yet 
been taken. 
The marker, scarcely 


20 feet In height. Is slowly disinte- 
grating. 


Original fortifications, built by the

The brand was no simple mark, but a 
series of deep perpendicular slashes 
In two rows across the full width of 
the boy's shoulders. 


Thanks to the brand, Mrs. B. Toro- 


Bian of this place, is preparing for the 
reunion with the little son, who had 
been lost for eight years. The baby 
was stolen from her when two years 
old by a Turkish officer, near Mardin, 
in June, 1915, during deportations of 
Armenians to the Arabian desert The 
father died from privations, but the 
mother escaped to this country. 


The mother later began a search 


for her child and enlisted the aid of 
Near East workers, who were told of 
the marks on his body. Miss Caroline 
McAfee of Kansas City, Mo., now in 
Syria, heard of the case and watched 
the throngs of refugee 
children as 


they passed through her hands. She 
heard of the curious brand before she 
saw It, for the boy was famous for 
the brand. 


The youngster escaped death at the 


hands of his Turkish captors through 
the brand. They considered It an ill 
omen, so sold him for 50 cents to an 
Armenian family. 
His new friends 


were killed and the boy became a wan- 
derer, finally falling into the hands of 
the American relief workers. 
The 


brand has been accepted as proper 
Identification by immigration officials, 
and the lad has been admitted to be 
reunited with the mother he does not 
remember.

Gloucester's three centuries are well 


worth a celebration.

Interesting things which have hap- 
pened there since Captain May, tag- 
ging with his own name the cape at 
the bay, first sailed up the noble Dela- 
ware. 


But 1 shall mention only one of 


Gloucester's glories—the shad. 
Other 


places between Philadelphia and the 
sea cast their big and little nets everv 
spring. 


Other towns boasted of their abili- 


ties to plank the shad, others had 
their own devices for alluring the ex- 
pectant to their tables to partake of 
the world's prize dish, but Gloucester 
rose to heights which I am sure must 
have caused old Mr. Epicure himself 
to applaud in his grave. 


For years Gloucester made every- 


body think of planked shad. Planked 
shad made everybody think at ono« 
of Gloucester.

Gloucester style can only know by 
hearsay what a fish may be, "Girard" 
writes in the Philadelphia Inquirer. 


There are those who speak of the 


lake whiteflsh as a thing for the gods. 
to rave about. 


Others insist that the sole, as pre- 


pared in Parisian restaurants, is th« 
MacGregor of the finny tribe. 


The big muskellunge has its boost- 


ers and a few, although their prefer- 
ences are hard to understand, pretend 
the brook trout has a delicacy which 
no other thing coming from the wa- 
ters, salt or fresh, can rival. Alas! 
They never ate a Gloucester shad. 


Once you feasted upon that royal 


specialty of Jersey's ancient town, 
thereafter you spoke of fish and shad. 
The two were never again confounded. 


Religious rites will take ' pilgrims 


a bit farther perhaps than the rite of 
the planked shad ever drew a hungry 
world to Gloucester, but they have 
been much the same. 


My city editor once assigned me to

Gloucester was then gay and giddy, 


well fed and thoroughly saturated, but 
everything else really paled before 
the magnificence of -the planked shad. 


When that golden brown monarch 


appeared riding upon his stout chariot 
of properly seasoned wood and sur- 
rounded by his score of servitors such 
as young onions, new potatoes and 
home-grown strawberries, trouble took 
a holiday and care "went away on, a 
vacation. 


William Penn himself recorded the 


delights he experienced with Dela- 
ware shad. 


That bold warrior, Col. 
Anthony 


Morris, long afterward said that shad 
sold for $2.50 a hundred. 


A century ago a fine big shad could 


be bought in Philadelphia for from 
sir to eight cents. Shad catching wag 
then a live industry every spring. 


The season was usually from April 


1 to June 10. The big seine, such as 
that used at Gloucester, has a sweep 
of half a mile, and often brought in 
after a long hour's pull upward of a 
thousand shad. 


It was customary to make five hauls 


in twenty-four hours. 
When the tide 


ran low the herrings were caught In 
Immense quantities.
